SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Die Rammelkiste is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording has been given this classification because it promotes and 
supports the use of violence and coercion to compel a person to participate in sexual 
conduct and the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The video recording contains scenes of explicit male to female, and some female to 
female, sexual activity. The video recording promotes and supports the use of 
violence and coercion to compel a person to participate in sexual conduct by depicting 
a woman being forced to engage in sexual activity with a man. The man strikes the 
woman on the buttocks with a riding crop and rubs her face and pushes open her 
blouse with the crop. The woman attempts to run away from the man but he grabs her 
and they engage in sexual activity. While the scene is brief it presents the use of 
violence and coercion as sexually arousing and as a successful means of initiating 
sexual activity. The video recording also promotes and supports the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct by depicting a woman urinating while a second 
woman watches her unnoticed and masturbates. Because of the juxtaposition of the 
woman urinating and another woman being aroused by this act the publication itself is 
presenting as sexually arousing the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in relation 
to the publication. Because the video recording promotes and supports the activities 
described above it falls within s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act is a deeming 
provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with s5 and si4 of the 
NZBR Act. The publication is therefore objectionable unless the scenes involving the 
use of violence and coercion to compel a person to participate in sexual conduct and 
the use of urine in association with sexual conduct are removed. Accordingly, two 
excisions have been offered to the owner but they have failed to respond within the 
specified period (excision notice lapsed). The publication in its present state is 
therefore deemed objectionable. 
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
